yesterday's sail-stretching spin both sought 
the picturesque anchorage ground inside 
Owl’s Head.

Both boats got club topsails ready and 
made preparations for light airs. he De- 
fender was the first of the two racers to 
leave Bay Ridge. At 7:40 she took a line 
irom the tug Wallace B. Flint and started 
for the scene of action. 

The Valkyrie left her moorings ten min- 
utes later in tow of the White Star tug 
Pulver. . 

Both boats got up their mainsails going 
down the bay.. The Defender used the 
Herreshoff main sail and the new snow 
white topsail which she displayed for the 
first time on Saturday. The Valkyrie’s 
mainsail was fitted far better than that of 
the American boat. On the Valkyrie with

The Excursion Fleet. 

The fleet of excursion steamers and 
yachts which followed the racers, was 
smaller than Saturday. ‘They did not “be- 
gin to arrive off Sandy Hook lightship in 
much force until just before the start. A 
few minutes before 11 o’clock the various 
craft could be seen hustling down to the 
Starting point around the lightship. While 
the yachts were maneuvering for posi- 
tion the patrol boats were very vigilant in 
warning the overeager captains to*keep out 
of the way. The yachts were not servous- 
ly hindered about the Start, although at 
times it looked as though they might be. 

At the turns and during the race the at- 
tendant fleet gaye the yachts plenty of 
room. The warning whistles of the patrol 
vessels were heeded and no serious inter- 
ference with the yachts occurred at any 
time. 

At the finish there was the usual scene 
of excitement with patriotic Americans for 
once saluting a British yacht. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock the committee’s 
tug Walter Luckenbach arrived off the 
Sandy Hook lightship. She found a gentle 
breeze blowing frora almost due south at 
the rate of six or seven miles an hour. 
The conditions of wind and weather were 
much like those of Saturday. It was most 
emphatically the Valkyrie’s day at the 
start. 

Valkyrie’s Clever Play for Position. 

At 10:50 o’cleck the preparatory signal 
was fired. Both the racers were then to 
the leeward of the line and some distance 
apart on the starboard tack. Each haa the 
Same canvas set, consisting of mainsail, 
club topsail, staysail and jib, with a jib 
topsail in stops ready to break out. When 
the gun was fired the Defender, which 
was to the eastward, came about on the 
port tack and toward the Valkyrie.

THE SHIP'S SAFETY WAS THREATENED 


To Save His Vessel Trouble the Cap- 
tain Surrendered the Refuged 
Placed on Board His Ship. 


San Francisco, Cal., September 10.—The 
steamer City of Sydney which arrived 
from Panama and other ports last night, 
brought news of the capture of Florencio 
Bustamente, one of-Antonio Hzeta’s fa- 
vorite Heutenants, by the Salvadorian 
authorities. It is probable that before this 
time he has been shot. 

The arrest of Bustamente, if precedents 
count for anything, is a direct violation of 
international law and the turbulent litlle 
Central American republic will probably 
be called to account for its high handed 
action by the United States. 

Captain Johnston, of the City of Sydney, 
refused to discuss the matter, saving that 
he could not do so until he had first con- 
sulted his superiors. The passengers of the 
steamer, however, who were conversant 
with all the facts, weré not so reticent. 
It appears that Bustamente was brought 
on board at Corinto, being escorted to ihe 
ship by an armed force. The Nicaraguan 
authorities steted that the passenger was 
aman who had made himself obnoxious 
to the government and that he was a 
men who had made himself obnoxious to 
the government and that he was a menace 
to the peace of the country. As his pas- 
Sage was paid, no questions were asked. 
All went well until the steamer reached 
fa Libertad, the most southerly port of 
Salvador. 

While the vessel lay in port, several of- 
ficers came out to her and demanded the 
Then, for the 
first time, apparently, was the icentity of 
the much wanted passenger from Corinto 
made known. The refugee was not given 
up immediately and from what can be 
learned considerable: correspondence pass- 
ed between the captain and the shore and 
it is thought that Captain Jackson was 
acting under orders from the company’s 
‘agent when he gave up the refugee. 

From the story told by the passengers 
a search was made through the ship for 
the unfortunate Bustamente, but without 
success, although on bourd the vessel, 
What was going on ashore could oniy be 
surmised, It was evident that the situa- 
tion was very serinus; so much so, in fact, 
that if Bustamente had not be¢én finally 
found there is no telling what might have 
happened to the veBSsel. As it was she was 
Gfetayed several hours. The Salvadorean 
authorities heard of the fierce utterances 


' of Ezeta and his followers and their boasts 


to regain pcssession of the governmént 
and no doubt were determined to take Bus- 
tamente at all hazards. It is dolbtful, 
though, whether they would have gone to 
extremes and fired on the American ship.

An Immense Throng in the City. 
Warm Contest On. 


Louisville, Ky., September 10.—To the 
full the legion of the Grand Army visitors 
enjoyed Kentucky hospitality today and 
royally it flowed upon them. Business 
men generally, but especially in the whole- 
sale district, left their establishments for 
the day and gave themselves and their 
time to fraternizing with the department 
delegations and posts, while society women 
by the hundred deserted their. homes and 
worked unreservedly to make things pleas- 
ant for their sisters from abroad. 

The number of strangers here tonight 
is nominally estimated, but the figures are 
in the neighborhood of 75,000, and at ieast 
50,000 more will be brought in during the 
night and morning in time for the grand 
parade. The inpour today was incessant 
and the streets for miles were uncomfor- 
tably crowded with pedestrians, vehicles 
and marching delegations. 

There are reports tonight that several 
trains from distant points are in a block- 
ade with slight chances of reaching here in 
time for the demonstrations tomorrow, 
while passengers on trains arriving from 
Tennessee, indiana, Ohio and this state, 
say that at every station people were left 
behind through their inability to get even 
standing room in the coaches. 

Denver is in the lead for the next en- 
campment, but the women are working 
hard for St. Paul. The heat today was 
intense and many old soldiers were pros- 
trated. Twelve were taken to the city 
hospital. None of the cases are serious. 

Across the river, in Jeffersonville, a cel- 
ebration unique in encampment annals 
was in progress all day. Within the walls 
of the Indiana penitentiary are forty-four 
convicts who once wore the blue. In 
order that they might not be debarred 
from some of the pleasures of the reunion 
Warden Hart has organized a little: en- 
campment of his own and the imprisoned 
veterans have been given a two days’ holi- 
day with leave to mingle and exchange 
reminiscences. A camp fire and a visit 
of sympathy from a delegation of the 
Women’s Relief Corps, together with a 
change in the prison menu by a spread of 
all the delicacies of the season, will also 
tend to mitigate the feelings of mortifica- 
tion with which the convicted hear of the 
great goings-on of the men a few miles 
away. 

A leading feature of the day was the 
annual reunion and parade of the sailors 
and additional interest attached: to the 
event from the fact that it is probably the 
last time that the jack tars will be seen at 
a Grand Army encampment, sentiment 
in the organizaticn favoring the. holding 
of future conventions in the east, at dates

bers. Eclat was, therefore, given to to- 
day’s turnout by the co-operation of the 
ex-prisoners of war and of the survivors 
of the celebrated Mississippi river ram 
fleet, which was put into service at Pitts- 
burg and Cincinnati, and took part in the 
operations on the Mississippi, Yazoo and 
Red rivers, as well as in the great battle 
before Memphis.

Messrs. Palmer and Jarrett immediately 
left for St. Louis, arriving here yester- 
day. They found the missing man at 
the St. Nicholas hotel in an intoxicated 
condition. He was take back to the 
Southern and put to bed. , Detective Al- 
_lender remained with him until 3:30 o’clock 
and then retired to go to an adjoining 
room. At 7 o'clock Allender arose and on 
trying the door of Palmer’s room found 
it locked on the inside. A carpenter was 
summoned and the door remoyed from the 
hinges. Lying on the bed, clothed only 
in an undershirt, was found the still warm 
body. A revolver lying by his side and 
a bullet hole behind: the right ear showed 
how he had met his death. 


OPENED THEIR CAMPAIGN. 


Ohio Republicans Start the Ball at 
Springfield. 


Springfield, O., September ae re- 
publicans furmally opened their -state cam- 
paign here tuday in the home town of 
Géneral Bushnell, the candi@ate for gov- 
ernor. The weather was propitious, though 
hot, and fully 10,000 republicans from other 
counties came in during the forenvon. The 
early morning demonstrations of today 
were on the arrival of ex-Governor Fore- 
aker, from Cincinnati, and Senator Sher- 
man, Who came over from ‘Jolumbus on 
the special train with Governor McKinley. 
The entire aggregation of strangers in 
town was massed at the railway station 
when the governor’s special came steaming 
in from the east. There were two heavy 
loads from Columbus alone, so that Ohio’s 
governcr had a big escort and a noisy 
one. 

There was a loud, long ¢@heer as Sher- 
man and McKinley stepped fram the truin, 
and were quickly taken to General Push- 
nell’s home. There was no attempt at 
speechmeaking, but both Sherfman and Mc- 
Kinley bowed their acknowse@gements ~ 
the cheering thousands. AR‘*of the other 
distinguished guests were taken in car- 
riages to the palatiak home of General 
Bushnell for lunch... A parade, made up of 
visiting republican clubs from Cincinnati, 
Columbus and adjacent towns, was the first 
feature of the day’s exercises. The marvch- 
ing clubs, most of them uniformed, were 
reinforced by a thousand or more citizens, 
and visitors who joined in the procession 
which passed in review before Senator 
Sucrman, Governor McKinley, ex-Gov- 
ernor Foraker and Senator Bushnell and 
others at the fair grounds where the meet- 
ing was held. Despite the heat, there was 
a remarkable show of enthusiasm as the 
thousands gathered at the grand stand 
caucht sight of the new big four of Ohio 
republicans—Sherman, Foraker, Bushnell 
and McKinley.

But Treasury Officials Say the Syndi- 
cate Will Respond. 

Washington, September 10.—Nothing offi- 
cial, as far as can be ascertained, was re- 
ceived at the treasury department today 
from representatives of the Belmont-Mor- 
gan syndicate, indicating whether or not 
they intended to make good the treasury 
gold reserve at the close of business to- 
day, the reserve standing, all withdrawals 
deducted, at $97,544,666, or nearly $2,500,000 
below what is usually regarded.as the re- 
serve limit. 

In regular operations the treasury lost 
$16,000 in gold today, owing to payments in 
San Francisco. A small withdrawal of 
gold at New York for export—$1W,00—was 
also reported late in the afternoon. Treas- 
ury officials express no uneasiness over 
the declining gold reserve, as they feel 
assured that the syndicate and the New 
York national banks will not permit it to 
fall below the timit of confidence. What 
that point is, shifts daily with the chang- 
ing conditions.

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A MOTHER'S GRIEF 


Mrs. Pietzell Recognizes the Clothing 
of Her Murdered Son. | 


SHE EXPLAINS A MYSTERY 


- Holmes Enticed Her from City to City 


by a False Hope. 


SHE WAS LOOKING FOR HER CHILDREN 


The Wretch Had Probably Killed 
Them but Told Her That They 
Were with Her Husband. 


Indianapolis, Ind., September 10.—Mrs. 
Pietzel and her daughter, Dessa., the only 
child that escaped the murderous clutches 
of H. H. Holmes, went before Coroner Car- 
ter this morning. Mrs. Pietzel, while look- 
ing upon the trinkets found in the chimney 
of the Irvington house, where little Howard 
Pietzel’s charred remains were found, went 
into hysterics and she sobbed aloud contin- 
uously during her testimony. She told of 
the disappearance of the three children 
from St. Louis September 28, 1893, in com- 
pany with Holmes, and of her travels to 
Indianapolis, Detroit, Chicago, Toronto, 
Ogdensburg, New York, and Montreal in 
search of them and stated that Holmes had 
said the children would join her as soon as 
she saw her husband. 

Mrs. Pietzel positively identified the tie, 
pin, shoes and buttons as those of little 
Howard, and when the murdered child’s 
overcoat was produced her hysterical grief 
was pitiful to look upon. She identified 
the coat absolutely and another unexpected 
development was that the buttons and hooks 
were identified as being the property of 
Alies, the oldest girl, who was murdered 
in Toronto. The trunk was also identified. 
Dessa, the daughter, likewise identified 
every article. Mrs. Pietzel’s health seems 
completely shattered and again and again 
she had to be supported and consoled while 
telling the awful details of Holmes’s uerfi- 
dy. She will leave for her home in Galva, 
Ill., tomorrow, if her condition will permit. 

The coroner and the prosecuting attorney 
sought to find the motive which led Mrs. 
Pietzel to go at Holmes’s bidding from city 
to city. 

“He told me I would see my husband,” 
said Mrs. Pietzel with a quiver in her voice. 
“He told me I would find Ben. First it was 
one thing and then another to put me off. 
He would tell me that Ben had been drink- 
ing and I could not see him. In Toronto 
he gave as his excuse that some one had 
watched i'm when hd rented a hause and 
that it would net be safe for me:to meet 
my husband there.”’ f nee 

“But as to the ¢hildren, Mrs.. Peitzel, 
where did you suppose the children were 
all this time that you were following 
him?” 

“f thought the children were in Indianap- 
olis all the time,’’ said she. “Oh, it seems 
no one can understand,’’ said she, tears 
coming to her eyes, “unless I always go 
back -to the beginning. You see when Mr. 
Pietzel and Holmes talked of this insur- 
ance conspiracy, Ben told me about it and I 
said | would be party to no such thing. I 
told him that if he did it I would take the 
children. You see it was because I said 
this, that I would take them, that Holmes 
kept the children, and said that I must 
see Ben before I took them back home with 
me. My husband asked me to write a let- 
ter about the conspiracy, and I said that I 
would not do it. Finally he wrote and told 
me that if I would write the letter he would 
come back home to me. Oh, it was such a 
relief to think he would come back that I 
wrote the letter. It came out in Philadel- 
phia afterwards. That was the way I be- 
came involved in the conspiracy." 


HID IN A GIRL’S ROOM. 
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Bankston Frightened Miss Simons and 
May Be Killed. 


Pine Bluff, Ark., September 10.—An at- 
tempted assassination occurred near Du- 
mas, Ark., last Saturday that is connected 
with the most sensational features, which 
may be the cause of blocdshed among two 
highly connected families and their friends 
in Desha county, this state. On the night 
of July 4th, when Miss Sadie Simons, the 
daughter of Joshua Simons, a prominent 
citizen, returned from an entertainment 
and was about to retfre to her room, Isaac 
Bankston, who was enamored of her, step- 
ped out, as he alleges, from a closet in 
which he was concealed. 

The young lady screamed and when her 
parents appeared they saw Bankston run 
away with a pistol in his hands. He es- 
caped and was indicted for attempted bur- 
glary, attempt to assault and wit? intent 
to kill. Returning last Friday he surrender- 
ed to the authorities, and was waylaid 
Saturday and shot at by both the father 
and brother of Miss Stmons, &s he says. 
This statement was partly verified in let- 
ters and telegrams to States Attorney Mar- 
tin of this city, who immediately wired the 
sheriff of Desha county to arrest the par- 
ties to prevent bloodshed. The friends of 
Miss Simons claim that her rejection of 
young Bankston as a suitor goaded him 
to the act of entering her room for the 
purpose of eompromising her, while the 
young man asserts that he came by ap- 
pointment. 

Young Bankston is the son of Isaac 
Bankston, who was kflled while sheriff of 
Desha county in an impromptu duel at 
Arkansas City some years ago by Judge 
Coal, who also fell dead. The duel was the 
outcome of a quarrel between the two men 
over a country negro girl. The friends of 
both parties are determined and are said 
to have become so deeply interested in the 
affair that a prolonged bloody feud may 
not be among the improbabilities.

MRS. JOHANSEN CHARGES 
Tnat She Is the Victim of a Con- 


spiracy. — . 


Jacksonville, Fla., September 10.—A spe- 
cial from Orlando, Fla., to The Times-Un- 
ion says that sensational charges have been 
made against County Judge Bryan, Circuit 
Judge Broome, Sheriff Anderson, County 
Surveyor Fries and Attorneys Robinson 
and Anno by Mrs. Gustava Johansen. The 
partie® concerned all reside here. Mrs. 
Johansen is a native of Swéden and has 
succéeded in interesting that government in 
her case. The Swedish government for- 
warded her complaint to the state depart- 
ment, and the latter forwarded it to Gov- 
ernor Mitchell, with a request for an in- 
vestigation. 

The. woman came from Sweden several 
years ago, and soon after her arrival mar- 
ried Jonas Johansen, also a Swede, but a 
naturalized citizen of the United States. She 
and her husband had trouble and the lat- 
ter sued for divorce. The woman employed 
W. R. Anno as attorney and she alleges’ 
tuat the suit was dismissed. Then she says 
her husband, through his attorney, Robdin- 
son, bribed Anno to allow the case to be 
reopened and a decree entered without her 
knowledge. 

A conspiracy was then formed, she al- 
leges, to send her to the insane asylum and 
secure her preperty. She charges that her 
husband, Judges Broome and Bryan, At- 
torneys Robinson and Anno, and others, 
were parties to the conspiracy. The con- 
spiracy succeeded and she was deciared a 
lunatic and sent to the asylum. She was 
released in about two months, the asylurn 
officials declaring her sane. By this treat- 
ment she claims she lost much property 
and suffered greatly in mind and body, and 
she asks redress. 

The parties accused are now preparing an 
answer in which they will deny in toto the 
woman's charger. Mrs. Johansen claims to 
be a citizen of Sweden, but it is thought 
that by her marriage to a naturalized citi- 
zen of the United States, she forfeited her 
Swedish citizenship. It is believed the 
state department has interested itself pure- 
ly out of courtesy to the Swedish. govern- 
ment, and not because the latter had any 
right to demand an investigation.

Detained at Wilmington on the Charge 
of Filibustering. 
Wilmington, Del., September 10.—The 
United States court met today at 1f o'clock. 
The usual formalities were followed by the 
retirement of the grand jury, which will 
consider the case of the twenty Cubans 
who are charged with organizing a filibus- 
tering expedition. The arrested Cubans 
were ail in court. 

Horatio Rubens, of New York. 

Counsel for the Cubans objected to a 
package containing letters addressed to 
General Gomez being submitted to the 
grand jury as evidence.

A big Ameri- 
can railway and hotel syndicate several 
years ago attempted to buy the Isle of 
Pines for a winter resort, but Spain refused 
them the concessions they wished to ob- 
tain. 
Did Not Respect “Old Glory.” 
New York, September 10.—A special to 
The World from St. Louis, Cuba, Septem- 
ber ist, via Tampa, Fia., September 9th, 
says that a government guerrilia band re- 
cently visited the coffee estate of La Pa- 
ranza, the property of an American, Senor 
Pedro Rivory, two leagues from there 
and fired upon the laborers engaged in 
gathering the crop. Owing to their bad 
marksmanship no one was either wounded 
or killed. The stars and stripes were 
prominently displayed from a flagpole over 
Mr. Rivory’s residence at the time, but 
the Spaniards did not respect it in the 
least. His workmen having been driven 
off by the guerrillas, Mr. Rivory now 
doubts if he will be able to harvest his 
crop. He goes to Santiago to make a 
formal protest and claim damages through 
Consul Hyatt. :

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BAD PLACE TO SLEEP 


Three Men Lie Down on a Railroad 
Track at Augusta. 


ONLY TWO OF THEM WAKE UP 


A Negro Accused of Registering Faise- 
ly Stabs a Man at the Polls—A 
Cigarette’s Deadly Work. 


Augusta, Ga., September 10.—(Special.)— 
This morning brought to light a tragedy 
at the Carolina end of the railroad bridge 
leading across the river from this city. 

The crushed aud shapeless body of Perry 
McKinnie lay at the bridge’s entrance 
for several hours awaiting the coroner's 
inquest, and was viewed by many morbidly 
curious spectators. 

It seems that three men, Perry McKin- 
nie, the deceased, and two of his friends 
named Evans and Sullivan, while drinking 
heavily, went to sleep on the bridge. Evans 
and Sullivan were lying in the footpath 
on the side of the track and McKinnie was 


lying on the track. 

A freight train pulled hy shifting engine 
No. 8, of the South Carolina road, went 
through the bridge. No. one knows any 
more than this. At 11 o’clock the bridge 
Watchman noticed the three men ‘asleep 
oh the roadside and they were sleeping 
the dull, heavy sleep of intoxicated nen. 
The next time the three men were seen 
was when McKinnie had been crushed tv 
death and the other two men were awak- 
ened and frightened out of their senses. 

A slight rain commenced shortly after 
11 o’clock, and the probability is that the 
men went ‘inside the bridge for shelter. 
All three of the men were operatives at the 
Langley factory. McKinnie was a middle- 
aged man and had a wife and two grown 


daughters. ; : 
A Fight Over Registration. 


A difficulty occurred at the fifth ward 
registration office todey in the factory end 
of the city. A white man named Ed Lid- 
son accused a negro, “‘Doc’’ Rdbinson, of 
fraudulent registration. They had some 
words and the darky started off. Eidson 
then attacked him with a stick and the 
negro drew his knife, stabbed Eidson in 
the left breast and ran off. Eidson whip- 
ped out his pistol and fired at the fleeing 
negro once and was about to fire again 
when caught by Policeman Cason. The ne- 
gro was also arrested. ; 


The Deadly Cigarette. 


Another shooting occurred in the same 
Vicinity which was accidental. Two young 
men—Will Lovett and John Bolster—were 
tusseling in a saloon over the possession 
of a cigarette, when a 32-caliber pistol 
sticking in Bolster’s coat pocket fell to 
the floor and exploded. The bullet struck 
a young fellow named Bose Renew, who 
was sitting near, in the mouth. Three 
teeth, were knocked out and the bullet 
then’ penetrated upward, lodging, it is 
thought, somewnere near the eyes. Renew 
was at once taken to his home on the block 
‘above. He has lost a good deal of blood, 
but it is not thought that the wound is 
dangerous. 

Took a Drop Too Much. 

Mr. William H. Robertson, an old citizen 
of Augusta, who has for a number of 
years been employed in different capacities 
about the courthouse, was found dead in 
his house this morning. The coroner’s 
verdict was that death resulted from exces- 
sive drinking, the evidence having shown 
that he had®*been on a protracted spree. 
At the time of hig death he Held the posi- 
tion of Judge Calleway’s special bailiff in 
the superior court. He was sixty years old 
anda 4uiet, peaceable citizen—his own 
worst enemy.

POISONED BY MILK 


Pat Carnes, a Farmer of Cave Spring, 
Dies Suddenly. 


HIS WIFE ALSO FALLS ILL 


Investigation Shows That Their Milk 
Became Poisoned by Being 
; Kept in a Cellar. 


Rome, Ga., September 10.—(Special.)—A 
case of poisoning comes from Cave Spring, 
in which Pat Carnes, a respected farmer, 
lost his Kfe, and his family came near 


‘dying, his wife being still in a critical con- 


dition. 

Mr. Carnes died Saturday and was buried 
Sunday at his old home, at Esom Hill. Up 
to the day before his illness he was in his 
usual health, and was a vigorous specimen 
of physical manhood. 

He went with a fishing party and spent 
the day and was a; parently in the most 
superb health. The next day he was strick- 
en down with every symptom of a malig- 
nant case of typhoid fever. His wife was 
attacked in a similar manner at the same 
time, 

‘The. physicians were struck with the 
strange appearance of the epidemic in an 
otherwise healthful locality. They set 
about an investigation, and discovered that 
the milk used by the family had been kept 
in a damp cellar where water had been 
standing. It became contaminated with 
the germs of the dread disease which 
proved so virulent. Steps were at once 
taken to get rid.of the poisonous germs, 
and hopes are now entertained that Mrs. 
Carnes will recover, although she is in a 
very critical condition. 

The Colored Exhibit. 

Today Professor T. M. Dent, principal of 
the Rome colored schools, and one of the 
most prominent colored men of the ceunty, 
left for Atlanta to look after the Floyd 
county colored exhibit. Two large packing 
cases of articles of home manufacture were 
sent down to Atlanta and will be placed in 
position in the space allotted to this coun- 
ty. Professor Dent is secretary of the 
board of commissioners for the colored ex- 
hibit, and is exerting himself to the utmost 
to secure a creditable display from this 
county. 

Beautiful Home-Made Goods. 

Colonel J. Lindsay Johnson showed The 
Constitution correspondent some samples 
of wonderfully beautiful all-wool goods for 
men’s clothing yesterday. The goods are 
manufactured in creamy white and fine 
brown and white checks, known as ‘“‘pepper 
and salt,’’ and are finished in a manner 
unknown to factory products. 

They were woven on the hand looms of 
Texas Valley, the colored goods being for 
ordinary businesS Wear and the white for 
outing su‘ts, rivaling the finest flannels in 
the brilliancy of their finish and fineness 
of texture. Dr. Lindsay Johnson was so 
attracted by the beauty of the goods that 
he ordered a suit to be made at once, which 
‘he will wear to the exposition. The goods 
cost at least $1 a yard, but they will wear 
three or four seasons. They will be added 
to the industrial art exhibit of Floyd coun- 
ty at the exposition. 

A Railroad Rumor. 

Today parties began tearing down the 
large frame buildings near the right of way 
of the Rome railjiroad, where the Noble 
foundry and machine shops were formerly 
located. 

The superintendent in charge of the work 
stated in reply to a question as to the ob- 
ject, that the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis Railway Company had purchased 
the buildings. 

He further stated that the company had 
paid $10,000 for the plant, and that in all 
probability it would proceed to erect a 
passenger station on or near the site: 

Mr. William Noble, the owner, lives in 
Anniston, and the rumor could neither be 
verified nor refuted. If it is true the peo- 
ple of Rome will rejoice, as there is nothing 
more sorely needed here than a new pas- 
senger station. 


“The Devil’s Saddle Bags.”’ 


A new and exceedingly destructive insect 
has made its appearance here. It is a short, 
thick, square-shaped brown slug that feeds 
ravenously on the corn blades and tender 
foliage of the peavines. Around its bodybhis 
a closely fitting jacket of vivid green that 
looks like a piece of leaf wrapped’ around 
its body. Because of its peculiar shape the 
caterpillar is called ‘“‘the devil’s saddle 
bags.”” It has eight or ten hairy legs that 
are extremely poisonous to the touch, and 
the monster is the terror of the fodder 
fields. It has been seen occasionally be- 
fore, but appears in greater numbers this 
year. The humidity of the atmosphere 
seems to favor its development.

PLAIN ROBBERY. 


All Impartial People Denounce Nash- 
ville’s Theft of the Pennant. - 


BALL LOVERS ARE DISGUSTED 


New Orleans, Chattanooga and Evans- 
ville Papers Say It Is an Out- 
rage and Unsportsmanlike. 


In every city of the south, whether there 
has been a baseball club located there or 
not during the past season, there is indig- 
nation over the result of the association 
meeting held in Chattanvoga Saturday and 


Sunday. 

Of all the papgrs published in the asso- 
ciation cities there is not one—those in 
Nashville and Montgomery excepted--that 
does not say that Atlanta was robbed 


of the pennant. 

Even the Evansville papers declare that 
the flag belonged to Atlanta, while the 
Montgomery papers Keep silent on the mat- 
ter. In the cities outside the association 
the papers all condemn the action of the 
mecting and are making it quite warm for 
President Nicklin, Dr. White, Bill Cherry 
and Stallings. Of the press vrork that has 
gone out from ali the cities of the associa- 
tion there is not one that does not declare 
that Nashville was not entitled to the flag. 
Chattanooga specials, specials from the 
city where the presid2nt lives and where 
correct information is obtainable from him, 
all say that it was a case of robbery. The 
Chattanooza News of yesterday, a paper 
which has always been very friendly to 
President Nicklin, says of the meeting end 
the result’ 

“If the Nashville people had brought a 
club along with them and held up the At- 
lanta representative in some dark by-way 
for the purpose of taking the Southern 
League pennant without according the 
right of that club to play off the tie that 
really existed, they could not have left a 
worse impression among those who enter- 
tain true ideas of sport than they left. 

‘The pennant went to Nashville, all of 
which almost every one of the local fans 
wvuld have been glad to see had the result 
been squarely decided, but as it was, there 
is hardly a man in the city who knows the 
facts who sanctions the action of the 
Southern League. 

‘The league meeting was resumed yes- 
terday morning. There were present Dr. 
White, of Nashville, representing Evans- 
ville; Mr. Stallings, of Nashville, repre- 
senting Nashville; Mr. Cherry, of Nash- 
Ville, representing Montgomery. Mobile 
Was not represented. Mr. Bruffey, repre- 
senting Atlanta and holding New Orleans’ 
proxy, was on hand, making a represen- 
tation of five out of six clubs. Later, th 
little fellow who came down from Evans- 
ville, was a weak brother and he decided 
to dodge the issue of voting on the pen- 
nant question by saying that he had to 
leave pe home and would give his proxy 
to Mr. White. As a matter of fact, he did 
not go home as he had declared, but waited 
for the Nashville people and went with 
them. 

“Armed with three of the five votes in 
the meeting, Nashville proceeded to ‘run 
the calf over’ Atlanta without any sort 
of regard for the report of Mr. Nicklin. 
The game which was given Atlanta by 
Umpire Clark, because a player threw a 
glove in front of that Atlanta catcher, 
preventing him from making a catch that 
was material to the result, was transferred 
to Nashville. Umpire Clark said that he 
had been told by the Nashville players 
after the game that the throwing was 
malicious and that he was positive that 
his decision was correct. Dr. White said 
that Clark had offered to sell a game to 
the Nashville directors and that he would 
not put his word up against Clark’s, and 
therefore wanted to ignore his opinion. 
Clark said very empratically that the 
statement was a He of the purest ray se- 
rene and decorated the expression with a 
sky-blue collection of the most artistic pro- 
fanity. He defended his good name in 
strong style, and White said that he had 
been told by the directors that his. state- 
memt Was correct. 

‘In the meantime, Bruffey, seeing that 
he was getting the hot end of it, left 
the meeting with the New Orleans proxy, 
breaking a quorum. The fact that there 
was not a quorum present failed to pvt 
any change on the Nashville people. They 
went right ahead and passed the ruling 
as to the glove game and awarded the 
pennant to themselves without any hesitan- 
cy. The standing as made by the meeting 
showed: Nashville, .676: and Atlanta, .667. 

“The three representatives then did the 
only legal thing that a body less than a 
quorum could do—adjourned. 

“Mr. Bruffey took. an appeal to the 
Nashville board, where the matter must be 
finally settled. The pennant will be here 
in a few days and will be given to Nash- 
ville, pending the final adjudication of the 
question. 

“The princtpal fault to be attached to 
the whole proceeding is the failure of the 
New Orleans, Montgomery and Mobile peo- 
ple to attend the meeting. Had a full 
meeting of the league been on hand in- 
stead of the two city aggregations in which 
both of the cities were trying to get the 
best of it, a fair and impartial decision 
might have been reached; but as it was, 
prejudice ruled where disinterested judg- 
ment should have prevailed.”’ 

And this is the way The New Orleans 
States, a paper which has always been op- 
posed to the Atlanta club, disposes of the 


matter: ; 

“After plodding its wéary existence 
through the term prescribed by the South- 
ern League for its championship season, it 
is particularly unfortunate that in lieu of 
‘a blaze of glory’ the affair terminated in 
‘a blaze of shame.’ 

“This fact is due to the disreputable 
manner in which the Nashville representa- 
tives behaved at the meeting of the league 
in Chattanooga to decide upon the pennant 
winner. 

‘“‘According to the result of the games in 
which all the Southern League clubs have 
participated this season, Atlanta was the 
winner, and even though the manipulations 
of a friendly hand had interceded in favor 
of Nashville by throwing out a game here 
and there, the Georgia end still had the 
best of the per centage column and were 
entitled to the counts they honestly won. 

“There is nothing in the actions of the 
Nashville delegation €nat could be com- 
mended. Their behavior from the opening 
to the close was without credit to them- 
selves and disgraceful in the extreme. Not 
a single act of fairness was allowed to 
creep in and the sport will suffer greatly 
in consequence. The Atlanta representa- 
tive was ignominiously snowed under and 
his protestations for a fair deal were hooted 
and jeered. 

“Conceding that there was a tie between 
the two clubs—Nashville and Atlanta—there 
was but one alternative left to the meeting 
and that was to order a series of at least 
three and not more than five games to be 
played between the two leaders. This 
would have settled the*question of suprem- 
acy and there would be no cause for com- 
plaint. As it is, the whole matter is a 
high-handed outrage that will receive the 
severest condemnation of all fair-minded 
sportsmen and followers of the national 
games. The throwing out of the Atlanta 
victory of August 10th, where a Nashville 
player threw his glove in the air to inter- 
fere with the catcher’s chance to field the 
ball, was but a fitting finale to the nefari- 
ous work.”’

A Tragedy of Life. 

William Henry Hurlbert, who died in 
an obscure Italian town last week, was 
a brilliant man who had successfully 
played many different roles in the 
drama of life. 

He was born sixty-eight years ago in 
Charleston, 8S. C. He was educated at 
the best schools, and went to Harvard 
a better scholar than many men are 
when they leave it. His professors soon 
recognized his superiority in some lines 
and frequently consulted him. 

After graduating he became a Unita- 
rian minister. Then he left the pulpit 
and entered journalism. He adopted 
northern views and posed as an aboli- 
tionist.. On The New York Times he 
was regarded as its best editorial writer. 
Later he went to The World and be- 
came its editor. 

His political editorials had the literary 
quality, and such men as Raymond and 
Dana appreciated him highly, although 
they suspected his moral unsoundness. 
Before he had reached middle age he 
was the best editorial writer in Ameri- 
ca, and the most winning talker in all 
the land. But he misused his talents. 
The New York Times says of him: 

He frittered away .his extraordinary en- 
dowment in a_ succession of journalistic 
tours de force, and to the larger public, 
which knew and honored and lamented 
George William Curtis, the death of Wil- 
jiam Henry Hurlbert will merely and vagye- 
ly recall the fact that he was mixed up in 
a shady lawsuit in London and that he 
spent his last years a fugitive from British 


justice. 
It remains true that the tours de force 


ness of apprehension and retentiveness of 
memory nobody, not even of the most 
famous, was Mr. Hurlbert’s superior. When 
he betook himself to journalism he became 
to his coadjutors a marvel and a portent. 
He delighted in intellectual feats as an 
athlete delights in physical feats, and that 
without thought of any audience. It is re- 
lated how he had written a four-column 
obituary notice, stuffed with dates and fig- 
ures, without looking at a book of refer- 
ence or a memorandum. A favorite exer- 


cise of his, purely for his own amusement, ¢ 


as a juggler keeps three or four balls in 
the air, or'a chess player plays half a doz- 
en simultaneous games blindfolded, was to 
write two, or sometimes three, articles at 
once, doing a page of each in turn. He 
made upon every one who met him the im- 
pression of an astonishing and unique per- 


' sonality, of a man who could do and be 


whatever he chose. But he never really 
chose to be or to do anything in particular. 
He was completely the slave of his own 
whims and caprices. The incident is en- 
tirely characteristic that is related of his 
absenting himself from a Harvard celebra- 
tion in which he was the poet, to the great 
scandal of everybody concerned, because he 
resented the hat worn by the orator. 
Equally characterizing is the remark made 
by one who knew him well, who was asked 
at the time of the trial in London whether 
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lage, where he died, say that he was 
the same magnetic, fascinating talker 
and accomplished society man to the 
very last. Bi 

The story of this misspent life bristles 
with morals which do not need to be 
pointed out.

Shall Cuba Be Free? 


Editor Constitution—All eyes are now 
turned toward Cuba, and the American 
public watches with mingléd emotions the 
sanguinary struggle going on so near Us 
between two people of the samie race, 4 
struggle very like in many ways that of 
our revolution. 

American sympathy is largely with Cu- 
ba, yet little is known of Cuba by most of 
our people, and it is held that we have 
no right to interfere in Cuban affairs, and 
no object in doing so, “Let Cuba alone, 
let her gain her independence if she can. 
But we must not stir hand of foot to help 
her. This is the attitude of the administra- 
tion and of some of tne leauing papets. 

Yet is this sound judgment or policy? 
Has the strong no right to defend the 


weak? Is it a proper national policy tor 


us to take no interest in the affairs o 
one of the most fertile islands in the world, 
lying directiy at our doors, whose trade 
relations are largely with this country 
and which, under an American protectorate 
and free trade with this country or as 4 


state of the union would soon become one 


of the richest and most prosperous parts 
of the world? We have thrown away 
Hawaii, for the time being at least, in 
deference to the unpatriotic and un-Amer- 
ican policy now controlling our govern- 
ment; shall we continue to do the same 
with Cuba which stretches for 700 miles 
directly across the West Indies close to the 
south of Florida, the key to the West in- 
dies and Caribbean sea! 

Cuba is desperate—weary of the outra- 
eous taxation and constant impositions of 
pain, a condition of oppression far be- 
yond anything the American colonies had 
to suffer at the hands of Great Britian. 
Spain runs Cuba to make all the money 
she.can out of her and spends little or 
nothing on public improvements, schools, 
etc., on the island. She learns nothing by 
experience and seems as determined as ever 
to crush the life blood out of Cuba, and 
rule or ruin by brute force. But the insur- 
rection is costing Spain enormous treas- 
ures in money and the flower of her army, 
os no one knows where the war will 
end. 7 
Spain is a friendly power, a country with 


' many admirable qualities of national great- 


ness. We should not wish to injure Spain 
but to free Cuba. Could not our govern- 
ment interfere in a spirit of friendliness to 
both parties to the conflict and put an end 
to the present sanguinary and ruinous 
state of affairs? Could not the United States 
government persuade Spain that it would 
be for her interest to sell us all her right 
and title to Cuba (real or imaginary) for 
$109,000,000 say, this amount to be collected 
out of the Cuban taxes in ten years and 
eS to Spain under the guarantee of the 
nited States? This could be easily done 


with. the burden of taxation on the island - 


lightened. As things are going on now 
Spain will probably lose Cuba and-get noth- 
ing for it after sacrificing countless valua- 
ble lives. If we should interfere in behalf 
of Cuba it would give us the trade of that 
country for all time, vastly increase our 
prestige throughout Spanish America, and 
have a wonderful effect in building up our 
industries and directly benefit in many 
ways nearly all the southern states; above 
all, such manufacturing cities as Atlanta. 
We should control the gulf of Mexico and 
Caribbean sea, and be no longer the laugh- 
ing stock of nations as having no “foreign 
policy.’’ And one great benefit to us that 
would result from Cuban annexation has 
not been touched upon, The great city of 
Havana, a hundred miles from our south- 
ern coast, is, and has been for centuries, 
the head center of yellow fever. There is 
where five-sixths of the epidemics that 
have invaded our country have originated. 
The port of Havana is a yearly menace 
not only to Florida, but all the southeast- 
ern states. -Covld the yellow fever be ex- 
tirpated from Havana and the other Cu- 
ban ports? Physicians and sanitary experts 
generally think so—that it could be done 
bv good drainage and water supvly and 
above all by cutting a short canal to make 
a tidal current through the harbor of Ha- 
vana. If this is all true, that one reason 
alone would justify us in acaviringe the 
control of Cuba.

Captain E. W. Hewitt, already wearing 
a war worn look, was in command. Lieu- 
tenant Park, the officer who proposed the 
trip, was with a squad in charge making 
arrangements to fill the huge army wagons 
waiting below. 

The drum tap of escorting company 
echoed up the streets and Company K 
commanded by Captain Will Massey, the 
Atlanta Zouaves and the Rifles, swung 
around the corner in solid line and halted 
before the door leading to the armory of 
the Guard. : 
Whitehall street was a scene of life and 
the expectant crowds jammed iff between 
the curbstones. Up above in the armory. 
the Guard were preparing hastily for their 
forced march. Each man was attired in the 
regular uniform—jeans trousers, flannel 
shirts, wool hats, haversacks with blankets 
buckled on, knapsacks, canteens, tin cups, 
bayonets, cartridge belts and rifles, these 
making up the complete outfit of the men. 

In addition to these each soldier wore 
about his neck, tied in a sailor’s knot, a 
broad bandana handkerchief. The haver- 
sacks of the._men were filled with their be- 
longings. In all, the paraphernalia weighed 
about thirty pounds. 

Everything was in shape. 

“Forward march; column right march.” 
The command of Captain Hewitt rang out 
and the fellows were off with a steady 
step. As they filed down the stairway to 
the streets the crowd yelled. 

The escorting companies took up the van. 
Down Whitehall to Hunter turning to 
Broad, thence to Marietta street, this was 
the route of the company from town. All 
the way the company was followed by a 
large crowd which cheered them on. The 
escort remained with them until the city 
limits were passed. Here the command to 
the rear was given and they returned, leav- 
ing the Capital City Guard to continue its 
long march. 

It is a great undertaking and is one of 
the most unique features in the military 
records of the state—is this trip of the 
Guard to Chickamauga. When it was pro- 
posed some months ago by Lieutenant W. 
J. Park the idea was hooted at by the 
other military companies. It was said that 
it was impracticable; that it was impossi- 
ble; that no company would carry out such 
an undertaking. In spite of all this the 
plucky company has been at work. Each 
day they added some new scheme to their 
trip.

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LOYD ST. STAYS OPEN 


The Council Committees Defeats the 
Proposed Movement Temporarily. - 


MAY COME BEFORE COUNCIL 


Dr. Nelms’s Committee Will Meet Te- 
day at 10 O’Clock—Other Mat- 
ters in the City Hall. 


Loyd street at the eastern end of the 
union depot will not Be closed to vehicles 
just yet. 

The street committee and the ordinance 
committee of the general council in joint 
session decided that matter yesterday. 

Since the last meeting of the general 
council the two committees have had in 
their hands an ordinance calling for the 
closing of Loyd street between the «astern 
end of the union depot and the Markham 
house to vehicles during the exposition, 

The ordinance was prepared at the re- 
quest of the railroad companies who are 
afraid that it will be dangerous for vehi- 
cles to cross the tracks on that street dur- 
ing the months of the exposition on uac- 
count of the great number of trains that 
will be using the crossing to accommodate 
the travel to the exposition grounds. ‘Lhe 
trains of the Southern system will all leave 
the union depot and the eastern end of 
Loyd street near the Markham house for 
the grounds and the trains will be so fre- 
quent that tne street will be occupied near- 
ly all the time by moving trains. That will, 
to a greater or less extent, render that 
crossing dangerous to ail kinds of vehicles 
and for that reason the ordinance to close 
the street was introduced at the last meet- 
ing of the council, 

But while the railroad people are anxious 
to have the street closed to vehicles during 
the months of the exposition business men 
in that section of the city are opposed to 
it, and when the two committees came to- 
gether yesterday afternoon there was more 
than one protest against closing the street. 
The members of the two committees gave 
the matter a careful and complete discus- 
sion, some arguing that there would be 
danger in leaving the street open, while 
others declared that it would become the 
duty of the railroad company to obviate 
that danger by providing enough guards to 
prevent any accident and to enforce the 
same rules as apply to the occupancy of a 
street by a train. 

The committees finally decided to post- 
pone action on the matter until it was 
found that the closing of the street was a 
necessity. The matter may come up again 
at the next meeting of the council in some 
new shape, as the railroad companies are 
very much afraid of the result if the street 
is not closed when the street is to be occu- 
pied by so many trains and at such ftre- 
quent intervals. 

That Special Committee Today. 

That special committee created by Mr. 
Nelms's resolution and appointed by the 
mayor, to investigate the increased rates 
made by the Consolidated Street Car Com- 
pany, will meet this morning in the city 
hall and commence work. 

A call for the meeting of the committee 
this morning was made yesterday by Mr, 
Nelms, the chairman, 

Every one is familiar with the committee, 
its creation and the object sought by Mr. 
Nelms, when he introduced the resolution 
providing for the creation of the .commit- 
tee. \In a word it is to ascertain whether 
or not the Consolidated company can in- 
crease the rate for a ride to the exposition 
grounds. The members of the committee 
are Mr. Nelms, chairman; Mr. Welch, of 
the second ward; Mr. Miller, of the fourth, 
and Mr. Howell and Mr, Tolbert of the 
board of aldermen. 

Just what steps the members of the spe- 
cial committee will take in making the in- 
vestigation no one can tell until after the 
meeting of the committee this morning. 

That Jones Avenue Bridge. 

Mr. Bell, chairman of the bridge commit- 
tee, and the Messrs. Welch, of the second 
and fifth wards, members of that commit- 
tee, are in high glee over the prospects of 
a new bridge over the railroad tracks on 
Jones avenue. 

“I don’t think,” said Mr. Bell yesterday, 
“that there is much doubt about seeing a 
new bridge started there this year. How- 
ever, we will hardly be able to complete it, 
as it will be one of the best bridges in the 
city when done. I mean by that that it-will 
be a bridge like the bridges we have on 
» Forsyth and Broad streets. We of the 
committee, assisted by the city attorney, 
have been giving the matter a close study, 
and we are all of the opinion that the rail- 
road companies which are passing under 
the bridge will not give’ us any trouble, 
but that they will go ahead and build the 
bridge at once. Judge Anderson is now in 
correspondence with the railroad people and 
there is every reason to think that they 
will not make us build the bridge and send 
them the bill. The truth is the question 
has been settled long ago, and the railroad 
companies know that they will have the 
bridge to build. In fact they have admitted 
as much, and know that if they do not go 
on with the work that the city can build 
the bridge and issue a fi. fa., which can 
be collected. My impression is that the 
bridge could have been built some time ago 
had the city insisted upon quick work by 
the railroads.”’

TWO NEGROES CHARGED WITH 
BEING HIGHWAYMEN. 


Believed That They Attempted To 
Hold Up a Street Car—They 
Claim To Be Musicians, 


Green Badger and Will Harper, two 
young negro musicians, occup} cells at 
the police station, and from the indica- 
tions they will likely remain in the clutch- 
es of the law for some time. It is be- 
lieved that they are highwaymen of the 
boldest kind. , ; 

The negroes were arrested by Detective 
Mehaffey and Officer Grant yesterday 
morning, accused of knocking a _ white 
man down on Piedmont avenue Monday 
night. During. the day they were iden- 
tified as the highwaymen who attempted 
to hold up a street car and rob the conduc- 
tor last Saturday night. 

A Consolidated street railroad conduc- 
tor called at police headquarters yesterday 
and said that the negroes were the two 
who ordered him to stop his car at the 
end of West Peachtree street last Satur- 
day night. The negroes were in waiting 
when the car reached the end of the street 
and, jumping in front of it, demanded the 
conductor and motorman to hold up their 
hands and deliver what money they had. 
Instead of doing so the motorman re- 
versed the current and ran the car back 
several blocks and away from the pursuing 
negroes. 

The conductor and motorman called at 
police headquarters and left a descrip- 
tion of the negroes and when Badger and 
Harper were arrested yesterday it was 
found that they suited the description. 
The conductor was sent for and he iden- 
tified the men positively as the two who 
attempted to rob him. 

Some negro women living on Piedmont 
avenue near where the white man, George 
Luckie, was knocked down Monday night, 
identified the two negroes as the ones who 
hit Luckie in the face with a rock. There 
is no evidence that the negroes robbed 
the white man, he stating that he had 
no money at the time he was knocked 
down. It is thought that the trio were 
drinking at the time and got into a row 
about something. Luckie left thé hos- 
pital yesterday, short only two teeth lost 
in the scuffle with the negroes. 

The detectives believe that the negroes 
are professional footpads, using their. in- 
struments to deceive thé police and oth- 
ers. The men profess ‘te be serenaders 
and claim that they are innocent of the 
charges against them. They will probably 
be given an examination today. &

COLUMBIAN BELL COMING. 


Chicago Starts Her Bell for Atlanta 
Tomorrow—Good Thing To Keep. 


Chicago, September 10.—(Special.)—The 
Columbian liberty bell will start on its trip 
around the world on Friday morning. It 
will first go to the Atlanta exposition to 
remain two months. 

From Atlanta it will be taken to New Or- 
leans and the City of Mexico and from 
there to Runnymede, England, where the 
bell will ring out in commemoration df 
magna charta. 

The rest of the journey has not yet been 
planned. but it is the intention to have the 
bell reach Mount Ararat in 1900 and ring at 
a congress of representatives from every 
religious organization on earth, 

The departure of the bell from Chicago 
will be marked by ceremonies Thursday af- 
ternoon. Free transportation has been 
granted for the trip around the world. 

The bell rang for the first time at the 
world’s fair, September 9, 1893. It weighs six 
and one-half tons and the metal was con- 
tributed by bell societies in all parts of the 
world. Over 250,000 children sent a penny 
each; two quarts of wedding rings were do- 
nated; five quarts of goid and silver and 
thousands of pieces of miscellaneous pre- 
cious metals went into its composition.

The Atlanta commandery, after ten days’ 
in the north, has returned home. After the 
dismissal of the session in Boston the At- 
laritta detachment scattered, some of them 
going on to New York and othcrs taking 
quarters at the various resorts of the north. 

Mr. O. E. Mitchell, chief deputy in the 
revenue service, was one of the most con- 
spicuous knights in the Georgia lines. He 
is an enthusiast in the cause of the Tem- 
plars. Mr. Mitchell has returned from the 
trip and has a glowing account to tell of the 


glorious occasion. 

“I have been to many reunions,” he said. 
“T have seen public gatherings in every 
large city and have attended many, but 
the meeting of the grand commandery in 
Boston eclipsed anything of a similar kind 
I have ever witnessed. 

‘Think of it. Thirty thousand men in line 
at once. A procession covering miles and 
miles of streets, and 2,000,000 people looking 
on. It was one of the biggest occasions in 
the history of any organization. 

“Georgia had there about forty men in 
line. Some of them, because of the intense 
heat and the crowded streets, did not join 
in the parade, and therefore it was rather 
small compared to the rest of the states. 
But what we lacked in numbers we made 
up in enthusiasm. I can’t tell how it was, 
but it seemed to me that everybody in Bos- 
ton was yelling for the Georgia command- 
ery. It seemed one continuous yell. 
‘What’s the matter with Georgia? She’s 
all right!’ 

“I can’t say for what reason, but our 
crowd seemed to strike the Bostonians. It 
was this way everywhere we went. Geor- 
gia was one of the most popular states. 

‘No city could have been more hospita- 
ble that Boston. All the stores in the city 
were closed. This is a rare thing in a city 
the size of that. I remember going all 
around trying to buy a collar, but the dry 
goods houses were shut up in every direc- 
tion. The fact is that Boston for three 
days belonged to the Knights. 

“Who made the best show? Well, that’s 
rather difficult to say. I should judge, 
however, that California was about the 
most conspicuous commandery there. 

“The San Francisco commandery is made 
up ef the wealthiest men of the Pacific 
coast. Each man came with $2,000 of‘ his 
private money to spend and in addition to 
this the commandery had added another 
$1,000 for every delegate. ‘ 

“Before reaching Boston they had en- 
gaged a score of large black horse This 
matched well with their uniform, ich is 
white and black. In the parade the Cali-

All of them were giants. The delegates 
from Augusta and Rome were nearly all 
over six feet and they were all heavy 
weights. We were scarce in numbers, but 
in size and in enthusiasm Georgia get 
there.”’

THE COTTON MARKET. 


Local market closed nominal; middling, —. 
Daniel O’Dell & Co.’s Cotton Letter.

New York, September 10.—Notwithstand- 
ing disappointing foreign advices our mar- 
ket opened unchanged and advanced a few 
points to 38.32 for January, causing Liver- 
pool to recover some of the loss shown in 
the early hours. The bears then indus- 
triously spread the impression on the floor 
that the pureau report would not be us 
bullish as anticipated, They succeeded in 
breaking the prices 12 points to 8.19 for Jan- 
uary.

Washington, September 10.—The Septem- 
ber cotton report of the department of ag- 
riculture shows a decline from the Au- 
gust condition of the crop, which was 
77.9, to 70.8 per cent, a decline of 7.1 points.

Weekly Weather and Crop Bulletin. 


Washington, September 10.—The follow- 
ing is the weekly weather and crop bulletin 
issued by the weather bureau: 

South Carolina—Hot and dry week; the 
grewth of cotton practically stopped; 
bells opening rapidly and picking general, 
except in western portion; few boll worms 
reported. ' 

Georgia—Favorable week for crops and 
farm work; rainfall scattered, but gener- 
ally sufficient; cotton opening rapidly and 
packing becoming general, except in most 
northerly counties; shedding and rusting 
still reported, but no insects. 

Florida—Rainfall deficient and week fa- 
vorable for harvesting; cotton still ravaged 
by rust; is generally in unsatisfactory con- 
dition; it is opening rapidly on high lands. 

Alabama—Temperature high and showers 
frequent, though conditions more favorable 
for cotton than for some tiime past; lower 
crop of cotton opening rapidly and pick- 
ing becoming general, but slow on account 
of damage by worms, rust and rot; top crop 
backward. * 

Mississippi—No material improvement in 
condition of cotton; paris green and other 
poison being successfully used in some sec- 
tions to check ravages of worms and other 
insect pests. . 

Louisiana—Week hot and sunshiny with - 
showers on the 3d, but only scattered show- 
ers since; cotton opening rapidly and pick- 
ing general; some damage from worms; 
poisoning continues. 

Texas—The weather has been favorable 
for cotton picking, which has progressed 
rapidly; worms and other insects are dam- 
aging cotton in some localities; rain is need- 
ed for late cotton. 

Arkansas—Condition of cotton rem-ins 
unchanged except in northeast section, 
where it seems improved;. complaints of 
rust, shedding and boll worms continue, 
and the army worm has appeared in local- 
ities; cotton opening rapidly, and picking 
will become general within two weeks. 

Tennessee—Drought in extreme western 
portion seriously affected cotton.

a Madame Pompadour, by Girour, smiled 
Serenely from a ffame of onyx and gold. 
La Belle Hamilton was there, a fragrant 
flower-like figure, in innocent white muslin 
and dainty laces. This miniature, by Con- 
Way, seems to me quite the fairest of all 
the pictures portraying the nymph of the 
muses. The Countess de Provence, by 
Wyda, miniatures by Sully, Douvalis, Au- 
brey, Vestier, Corsac, were among other 
interesting and beautiful bits of ivory. The 
Miniature of Napoleon, by Corsac, is’ 60 
fine and so genuine that one feels that 
the life and character of tho great ein- 
peror are inscribed on his face.

MEETING OF STOCKHOLDERS 


President George C. Smith Loudly 
Praised for His First Year's 
Work—Railroad News.

At the regular annual meeting of the 
stockholders of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad held in this city yesterday at the 
company’s headquarters the following di- 
rectors were elected: George C. Smith, 
Milton H. Smith, John S. Bigby, H. M. Co- 
mer, T. L. Langston, W. B. Berry and H. 
C. Fisher, 

The only change in the new board of di- 
rectors is shown in tae election of Mr. Mil- 
ton H. Smith as a director. Mr. Smith is 
prasident of the Louisville and Nashville, 
which owns a half interest in the Atlanta 
and West Point. 

President George C. Smith was re-elected 
to the office he has filled for the past twelve 
months so satisfactorily, and was loudly 
congratulated by all the members of the 
board of directors and many of the stock- 
holders who were seen by The Oonstitu- 
tion after the meeting. 

_The officers of the road for the ensuing 
term will be the same as have held sway 
for the past year, as follows: George C. 
Smith, president and general manager; Jo- 
seph Herrin, superintenrent; H. M. Abbett, 


secretary and treasurer; R. E. Lutz, freight 


traffic manager; Thomas J, Hunter, audi- 
tor; John A. Gee, general passenger agent. 

It was indeed gratifying to the stockhold- 
ers to have so favorable a report as the 
president was enabled to make of the com- 
pany’s standing. A complete review of the 
business of the road for the past twelve 
months shows that the company has great- 
er net earnings than have been shown for 
the past six years, in spite of the fact that 
thie past year has been one unfavorable for 
traffic. 

The net earnings this year amount to 
$197,006.55, which is an increase over the net 
earnings of last year of $1,509.96. 

The surplus from the year’s operations 
amounts to $32,649.67. 

The per cent of expenses to gross earn- 
ings this year was far less than that of 
last year. 

‘che net revenues from the year’s opera- 
tions were sufficient. to meet all 
cnarges, including the usual dividend upon 
capital stock, and leave a surplus of $32,- 
649.67 to the credit of income, making the 
total credit income balance on June 30, 1896, 
$171,702.75. 

The showing for through passenger bus- 
iness for the year showed an increase of 
more than 19 per cent over that of last 
year. 

Among other matters discussed in the 
president’s report is the work of repair and 
improvement which has been going on for 
the past twelve months. ’ 


Speaking along this line the president’s 


report has the following to say: 

“Rive hundred and fifty-seven and one- 
fourth tons of 66-pound, and one and two- 
thirds tons of 604-pound steel rail have 
been laid in main track during the year. 

“Your track between Atlanta and West 
Point now contains 25.13 miles of 56-pound, 
3.16 miles of 60-pound, 42.87 miles of 6044- 
pound and 14.55 miles of 6l4¢-pound steel 
rail. 

‘“Tetal length of sidings 6.29 miles, laid 
principally with iron. 

‘In view of the increasing weight of cars 
and engines and requirements for increas- 
ed speed in both passenger and freight ser- 
vice your management have adopted as 
standard a rail weighing 70 pounds to the 
limeal yard, of which 1,194 tons, equal to 
10.86 miles, have been ordered from the 
South Bethlehem Iron Company, and will 
be placed in track during the coming year, 
replacing the 56-pound steel between Man- 
chester and Fairburn, 

“Two hundred tons of old rail and fasten- 
ings removed from the track were sad 
during the year at an average of $18.06 per 
ton delivered on line, and proceeds used as 


a credit to renewals of rails. 


“Forty-seven thousand four hundred and 
thirty-seven oak and pine crossties have 
been used in repairs of tracks as follows: 
Main track, 45,830; sidings, 1,607. Average 
per mile, main track, 533 ties. ! 

“Three thousand eight hundred and sev- 
enty-six lineal feet of switch ties have 
been placed in track during the year. 

“Requirements for coming year for main 
line, 52,000 ties; for sidings, 8,000 ties; total, 
60,000 ties; sets of switch ties, 25. 

“Contracts covering these requirements 
have. been entered into with contractors, 
principally upon the HMne of the Western 
Railway of Alabama.’’

“The last installments upon the purchase 
of seventy box cars from the Ohio Falls 
Car Company, made January, 1890, and four 
engines from the Baldwin Locomotive 
works, made December, 1891, and January, 
1892, have been charged into expenses dur- 
ing the year..

Very Little Business Is Being Done. 
Mr. Moyers Confident. 


Three courts were iy session yesterday, 


but no great amount ef¢:work was disposed 


of by them. 

Several minor cases. were heard before 
Judge Lumpkin, and ‘three divorces were 
granted in that court. 

One of the suits for divorce was that of 
Mrs. Cornelia Carpenter against her hus- 
band, Robert H. Carpenter. A second ver- 
dict was given in this case yesterday. Mrs. 
Carpenter alleged that they were married 
in March, 18$3, and separated in the same 
month. Among other things it is charged 
that Carpenter was anything but faith- 
ful to his marriage vows and the name of 
another woman is brought forward very 
prominently. 

Carpenter sought to have his disabili- 
ties removed, but the jury did not do so. 

The two other divorce suits were that of 
Minnie Harper against Peyton Harper, and 
of Carrie Tarver against Emanuel Tarver. 
The couples failed to agree after their 
marriage and the divorce suits resulted. 

Judge Lumpkin’s court was in session 
only a very short while yesterday. 

Judge Van Epps’s court was inp session 
yesterday, and the case of Jackson against 
the Consolidated, for personal damages, 
was being heard. The argument was be- 
gun, and today the case will go to the ju- 
ry. There is a large number of suits 
against the Consolidated Street Railway 
Company and at present there are sev- 
enteen on the calendar. 

Having disposed of nearly all of the crim- 
inal business, Judge Westmoreland is held- 
ing civil court. -The case of Venable Bros. 
agaimst Anderson, Wylie & Jones was up 
yesterday. The allegations made by the 
Messrs. Venable are simply that the de- 
fendant company refuses to pay a certain 
amount of rent. The defendants claim that 
the stable building was badly damaged by 
fire and water and thereby rendered unsafe 
and out of condition.

The crop has 
been considerably injured by rust and shed- 
ding. Fodder has about all been gathered, 
with good results. <All minor crops are. do- 
ing well. There is a large crop of grass 
and a large quantity of it will be saved 
for hay. 


Southwest Section. 


“In the southwestern counties there has 
been very little rainfall during the past 
seven days, but crops have not suffered. 
Cotton picking is being pushed with a vim, 
but rust and shedding are quite general. 
Fodder pulling has been finished, but a 
large quantity was lost owing to the wet 
weather of several weeks ago. Sweet pota- 
toes are very fine and abundant. Corn is 
generally in nice condition, but a few 
farmers complain of rotting. Rice is being 
harvested and is an excellent crop. 


South Section. 


“The past week in the south section of the 
state has been very favorable for cotton 
picking. The weather has been mostly 
fair and warm. Some hay has been saved 
and the major part of it will be gathered 


‘the coming week. Corn is drying out nice- 


ly. All minor crops are in good condition 
and fall vegetables are most all above 
ground. 


Southeast Section. 


*‘Temperature has been high in the south- 
eastern section. Rainfall has been uneven, 
ranging from light to heavy. Cotton is gen- 
erally opening rapidly and picking is oc- 
cupying the attention of the planters. 
There is now very little complaint of shed- 
ding. Rice fields are being greatly injured 
and in some cases ruined by some unknown 
cause, which kills the ear just before filling. 
Much hay and other forage is being saved.”

3 ‘ Brilliant Programme for the Inaugu- 
e tion of the Exposition. 
A GREAT SPECTACLE AT NIGHT 


The Merchants Will Be Asked To Close 
Their Places from Noon Until 4 
p. m. So That All May Go. 


One week from today the turnstiles at 
the exposition will begin to revolve, 

Preparations have been made for a grand 
celebration of the opening day. The im- 
pressive exercises, contained in the of- 
ficial programme published in The Consti- 
tution a week ago, will be carried out to 
the letter. There will be speeches by 
President Collier, Mrs. President Thomp- 
sou, Governor Atkinson, Mayor King, Hon. 
Emory Speer and Booker T. Washington, 
of Alabama, with music by Gilmore's 
band and chimes from the tall tower by 
the government building. 

At night ~he-grounds will be brilliant. 

On a grander scale than anything ever 
given in the south hefore will be presented 
jn fire a thrilling melodrama from modern 
kfe. It will be a vivid representation of 
the storming of Wei-Hai-Wel, and will be 
true to the Hfe. Five hundred people will 
participate. , : 

This grand presentation of a very recent 
war scene will occur at the eastern end 
of Clara Meer on the platform which fs 
now being built for the presentation. The 
erectacle will be the work of 
Fireworks Company, of London. 

Mr. Pain, the great artist 4m fire, is in 
the city superintending the arrangements 
for the grand presentation. He will over- 
look the presentation one week from to- 
night. 

The opening day will be oné of national 
Importance. Five or six governors fro1a 
Other states are expected to be present. 
One of the grandest gatherings of military 
ever known in this city willl participate in 
the parade from the city to the grounds. 
A number of Georgia companies are ex- 
pected to «ome. The Washington Artil- 
lery from New Orleans, headed by Colonel 
John B. Richardson, will be present with 
one hundred and fifty men and a band of 
twenty-five pieces. One or two Alabama 
companies will probably be present and 
there is some likelihood of a South Car- 
olina company being in line, 

The merchants of the city will be urged 
to close doors from noon until 4 o’clock 
on the opening day. Business will be prac- 
tically suspended during those hours and 
the business men will lose nothing by 
closing. 

The streets leading to the grounds and 
in the central portiog of the city will be 
gayly decorated for b. occasion and flags 
and bunting will float on every house. The 
city will be in gay holiday attire. Every 
train that comes into the city will be 
fiashily decorated. The union station will 
be covered with flags and bunting. 

Over fifty thousand people are expected 
to be in attendance on opening day. 


AT THE GROUNDS YESTERDAY 


Every One Busy Planning for the 
Opening Day. 


Every night after the opening the expo- 
gition will be a brilliant blaze of glory. 

Thousands of» incandescent lights will 
gfitter” fr6m @very portion of the grounds. 
The electric arc lights will blaze, too, and 
crowning all, the search light on the gov- 
ernment building will send forth its rays 
like a mighty meteor penetrating the 


heavens, 

The search light will be thrown high into 
the air and objects many miles away. will 
be made perfectly plain to the eye. The 
rugged sides of old Stone mountain will 
loom up in the distance. The trees and 
every object will be seen just as they are. 
Far away the crowning summit of historic 
Kennesaw will be made the objective point 
of the penetrating glare and thousands 
will watch the panoramic scene. 

On the top ef the state capital the statue 
of liberty will be plainly outlined under 
the fierce rays of the mammoth light and 
the flagpoles of the city will unfold to the 
gaze of the watchers their fluttering bunt- 
ings. For a distance of fifty miles the 
searching, penetrating light can be seen. 
_ Expert electricians were busy yesterday 

placing the wires in position for the 
search light. The light with all mechanical 
arrangements has already been placed in 
position and as soon as the wires are con- 
nected the current will be turned on. The 
light is many feet above the grounds and 
this position will make the possibilities for 
the showing of tite light much greater 
than they would have been had it been lo- 
cated nearer the ground. In fact, fromm 
this high foundation tle light will flood 
the grounds and blind the eyes of those 
who look in that direction. The current 
for the lamp will be 60 amperes and 160 
volts. The workmen will complete the 
. wiring probably this afterncon and all 
will then be in readiness for the turning 
on of the current. 

Atlanta will fairly blink her eyes at the 
brilliant display and people for miles 
arcund will gaze in awe and admiration at 
the wonderful radiance that will illumine 
the sky and almost pale the stars. 

Every building will be literally covered 
with incandescent lights. The little globes 
have teen placed at every turn of the 
cornices and on every prominent place they 
will Leam and dazzle. The arc lights will 
be located everywhere and will make the 
grounds as bright as day. 

Several hundred incandescent lights have 
been placed on the government building 
and these will be lighted every night. All 
Other buildings have been wired in a like 
manner and with the arc lights on the 
terraces and the plaza, darkness will be 
an impossibility. The cost of lighting the 
grounds has been enormous and many 
thousand dollars have been expended in 
this department. 

Making the Drives and Walks. 

Many who have been to the grounds 
lately have expressed themselves as being 
afraid that the drives and walks would 
not be paved in time for the opening day. 
There existed good grounds for this post- 
tion, as the work has been greatly delayed 
On account of frequent rains that have 

the work of paving entirely out of 
the question. Yesterday wcrk in this di- 
rection wus begun in earrest and many 
mcn shoveled out the gravel and scattered 
over the walks. Several carloads were 
unloaded during the afternoon and this 
Morning many more curs will be emptied 
8nd their contents placed on the smoothly 
raked walks. The gravel has all been quar- 
ried from the stone beds in the rear of 
the electricity building and wil! require 
Only a few days for it to be spread about 
Where it is most needed.: 

Just as fast as the material is placed 
on the walks the heavy steam roller is 
Tun over it. In this manner all walks and 
drives will be rolled perfectly smooth and 
hard. It is estimated by the officials who 
have the work in charge that all will be in 
Téadiness by opening day.

They Will Go on Duty for the 
First Time Next Sunday

Next Sunday morning at 9 o’clock a half 
hundred men clad in glossy uniforms and 
shiny brass buttons will apply at the of- 
fice of Chief of Inspection Felder and re- 
port for duty. 7 

In a féw minutes after they are admit- 
ted to the office of the inspector they will 
be assigned positions at the gates of the 
exposition and will pass the day in selling 
tickets and collecting the little bits of cara- 
board from the visitors. 

At every entrance to the grounds the 
gate keepers and ticket sellers will be sta- 


the Pain, 


tioned. They will have offices just on the 
outside of the fence and just within the 
gates the keepers will be stationed whose 
duty it will be to. collect the tickets and 
furn the stiles. 

At the Consolidated entrance at Four- 
teenth street there will be stationed three 
ticket sellers and six gate keepers. Three 
keepers will be placed at the gate through 
which adults will be admitted, one at the 
entrance provided for children, one at the 
entrance for pass holders and one keeper 
will be at the exit gate. The men will be 
clad in blue suits, with brass’ buttons, 
and on the front of the cap will be the 
words, “Department of Admissions.” 

The same number of men will be sta- 
tioned at the terminal of the Southern 
‘ railway. 

At the Consolidated entrance at Jackson 
street will be stationéd two ticket sellers. 
At the gates will be three keepers, one for 
adults, one for children and one for par- 
ties who will present passes. One man will 
turn the stile at the exit gate at this por- 
tion of the grounds. 

At all entrances the class of visitors 
will be divided among adults or whole 
tickets, children and deadheads. This has 
been found to be the best plan, as all 
tickets and passes can be easily kept sepa- 
rate and will greatly facilitate in making 
out the daily reports. 

At night two gates will be kept open for 
the entrance of wagons and other vehicles 
to the grounds. These gates will be opened 
at ll o’clock at night and will be kept 
open until 7:45 the next morning. 


There will be established a pay gate that 
will open from the grounds of the Pied- 
mont Club into the grounds. Only a keeper 
will be placed, however, at this gate and 
all members of the club will have to pur- 
chase tickets at the other gate, which is 
only a few feet away. Members of the 
club will drive into their private grounds 
in vehicles, but cannot carry teams into 
the grounds of the exposition. 

The entire number of gates will be placed 
in charge of six inspectors who will keep 
an eye on the manner in which the keepers 
and ticket sellers discharge their duty. 
These inspectors will be on duty all the 
time, but will be relieved alternately. The 
turnstiles are all at the grounds and will 
be placed in position the latter part of the 
week and will be ready for use by next 
Sunday. They have been made on the lat- 
est improved plans and will admit only 
one person at a time.

~~ BUSY AS BERS. 


The Laborers at the Exposition Are 
Rushing the Work. 


ARE WORKING NIGHT AND DAY 


One Hundred Cars Loaded with Ex- 
hibits Were Received and Placed 
in the Buildings. 


Nearly four thousand men labored in 
the sunshine and heat at the exposition 
grounds yesterday and when they left last 
night the effect of their work was plaialy 
to be seen, 

Hundreds of men plied the pick and shov- 
el, others pushed the saw and swung the 
hammer, while many placed streamers and 
banners in the buildings and draped the 
walls and stairways. 

The railroad men had their hands full in 
placing cars loaded with exhibits. Mure 
than one hundred cars reached the city 
Monday night and early yesterday morning 
the cars were placed at the different build- 
ings ready to be unloaded. The side tracks 
were crowded all yesterday and the ex- 
hibits are still coming in at a rapid rate. 

Several cars loaded with exhibits from 
the Smithsonian institution reached the 
city yesterday and were placed at the gov- 
ernment building. Other cars are now cn 
the way, but to a casual observer it is ap- 
parent that the building is already full. 
Eevery effort is being made to economize 
Space and several exhibits that have been 
installed will be crowded into smaller space 
in order to give more room for those that 
are on the way. 

The decorators spent a busy day in the 
government building yesterday. From ear- 
ly morning until late last night the men 
were busy stretching streamers and tack- 
ing up banners. The appearance of the 
building had been greatly changed and 
still greater will be the transformation 
when the work is complete. From the 
high roof hundreds of streamers have been 
@euspended and flags by the score are wav- 
ing to the breeze. Cne solid carload of 
bunting and flags will be consumed in the 
decorations. These are furnistied by the gov- 
ernment and many have been in service 
before, but are just as good as new. The 
decorators will continue their work 
through the remainder of the week and it 
is thought that they will finish by Sat- 
urday night. The streamers are of bright 
national colors and are placed in happy de- 
signs that at once catch the eye of the 
visitor. . 

Just as soon as the interior decorations 
are completed the men will go to work 
on the exterior. The flags will be fastened 
to the flag poles and streamers, bunting and 
banners will be placed on the building. 
Much of the decoration is of the highest 
order and is very artistically arranged. 

Buildings on the Midway are springing 
up like magic. Everywhere the sound of 
the hammer and buzz of the saw is to be 
heard above everything else. Nearly all 
the buildings have been completed and the 
carpenters are now putting on the finishing 
touches. The painters and decorators are 
busy with the brush and tack hammer 
and there will be fast-work until the jobs 
are finished. 

In machinery halt the machinists have 
accomplished wonders since they went to 
work Monday morning. The vast pieces of 
machinery are being handled with im- 
mense gérricks and traveling cranes. The 
engines are being rapidly placed in posi- 
tion and by the end of the week the place 
will be greatly changed. Chief Foster is 
one of the busiest men on the grounds. 
He personally oversees everything thag is 
being done and he allows nothing to be 
placed in position until he thoroughly un- 
derstands the situation. 

For the first time yesterday the boilers 
were filled up. The steam was turned on 
and for several minutes the large pumps 
and engines rattled on at a lively rate. 
Under the floor of machinery hall a hun- 
dred men were working on the reservoir. 
Other men were conn:acting the intake 
pipe from the fountain. This work will 
be finished probably this afternoon and the 
fountain will be ready for use. The supply 
of water necessary for the fountain is very 
great and the pumps will be run at full 
pressure while the fountain is in opera- 
tion. 

The Southern railway has been notified 
that a special car containing twenty os- 
triches has Ween started for the ex post- 
tion. They are coming in a car all to 
themselves and will probably reach the 
city this afternoon or tomorrow morning. 


A GLANCE AT THE MIDWAY:

I don’t know as this is the proper thing 
to say at this time, for I am perfectly 
sure that I shall go to the Midway again 
and again, and then start over and go some 
more, but that is neither here nor there, 
at the present. They are fully capable of 
keeping up the record of the song on the 
Midway at our own exposition. There is 
the German village, for instance. It usually 
takes a strong man to go through the 
German village and come out of -it- in full 
possession of his senses. Then. there is the 
Chinese village, where they will play gongs 
and other soul-stirring instruments. 1 was 
standing in front of the German village 
today thinking over the prospects of get- 
ting the electrical exhibits all installed in 
the building devoted to them, when a small 
foreigner with an American straw hat and 
a smile on (there were other clothes too) 
came up to me and bowed. I looked at my- 
self as carefully as I could and failing to 
discover any marked resemblance to a Ger- 
man or a Turk or a Moor, or even to 
Chauncey M. Depew in my personal ap- 
pearance, I stared at the small foreigner 
with amazement. He bowed again. 

“Is dis de manacher off de Cherman fil- 
lache?”’ he asked, with a broader’ smile 
than ever. I responded with the information 
that I was not the manager of the German 
village, nor yet of the Streets of Cario, 
and the smile faded from his face and he 
went on. I mention this to let you see 
that the quotation which heads this para- 
graph is not altogether far-fetched. 

But, speaking seriously, there will be 
room for all sorts of curious things on 
that Midway. It is progressing toward com- 
pletion much faster than the electrical 
building and when the sun of the 18th 
rises on it there will be all sorts of things 
in full blast thereon. Not on the sun, but 
on the Midway.

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William Rose Killed by an Engine on 
Nickajack Trestle. 


HIS FAMILY’S NARROW ESCAPE 


Mrs. Ross Leaped from the Trestle 
with Her Baby in Her Arms and 
Was Seriously Injured. 


William Ross, formerly a citizen of Henry 
county, met‘a tragic death by being struck 
by a train on the Nickajack trestle a few 
miles west of the city yesterday morning. 
Ile was knocked off the trestle and man- 
sled to death. 

Ross’s wife and two little children were 
with him at the time of the accident and 
they had a miraculous escape. One of the 
children was thrown from ‘the trestle by 
the man and the other remained in its 
mother's arms while she made a daring 
leap for life. She was seriously injured 
and was picked up unconscious by the 
train hands, 

Mrs. Ross and her two children, a. boy 
three years old and a girl baby nine months 
old, were brought to the city on the train 
which killed her husband and carried to 
the Grady hospital about noon yesterday. 
The boy was only slightly injured by being 
thrown about twenty feet from the tres- 
tle. 

The accident occurred about two miles 
east of Nickajeck and about ten mules 
west of Atlanta. Ross and his family 
were run down on the Nickajack trestle 
and would all have been instantly killed 
but for the presence of mind of the -wo- 
man, who leaped from the railroad tracks 
just as the ponderous engine of a heavy 
freight train bore down on her husband. 
Ross was mangled almost beyond recogni- 
t:on and knocked several vards ahead and 
off the trestle to the banks of the little 
creek after which the trestle was named. 

Engineer Jeff Davis was at the throttle 
and Conductor J. R. Wheeler had charge 
of the train. Fireman W. D. Little was 
on the engine. 

It seems that Ross and his family were 
making toward Atlanta. From what could 
be learned it appears that he and his wife 
left Powder Springs early yvyegterday morn- 
ing intending to come to the city in pur- 
suit of work. They walked -along the 
Scuthern railroad tracks all the way and 
were crossing the Nickajack trestle when 
the freight train bore down on them with- 
out warning. When Ress and wife and 
children got about half way across the 
trestle, the big engine suddenly bounded 

round the curve and before Davis could 
reverse the engine Ross was mangled to 
death. Engineer Davis did not see the 
man and woman until he got within a few 
feet of them, the sudden bend of the 
curve beyond the trestle preventing a view 
of the track ahead. 

When he did see them he quickly pulled 
his engine’s whistle cord and endeavored 
to warn Bass and wife to jump for their 
lives. The woman did so, but before Ross 
could leap from the tracks after throwing 
the three-year-old baby in a clump of 
bushes on one-side of the trestle, the 
engine was upon jhim. Engineer Davis 
brought the train to a standstill as soon 
as possible and the train hands went 
back to render what assistance they could 
to the injured woman and children. Ross 
was found lying on the banks of the creek 
dead and the woman and children were 
scattered near by him. All were picked up 
and the woman and children were placed 
in the freight train caboose and. brought 
to the city about noon. 

Ress’s body was left at the scene of the 
accident under guard of some of the train 
hands, The coroner of Cobb county was 
sent for, but at a late hour last night no 
inquest had been held, so far ag was 
known in the city. It is probable that a 
verdict exonerating the railroad company 
wiil be reached. The place is a very dan- 
gerous one and the trainmen cannot see 
the trestle until they get almost upon it. 

Ross was a poor man in search work. 
H: formerly resided in Henry county, buc 
recently went to Paulding county, in which 
county Powder Springs is situated. He 
expected to bring his family to Atlanta 
and secure work in some of the facto- 
ries. 

The Nickajack trestle has been the scene 
of many accidents of the kind and will 
be long remembered as the place where 
several people were killed in a railroad 
wreck some time ago. The trestle is about 
twelve or fifteen feet high and begins al- 
most at the end of a big curye in the 
tracks. 

Mrs. Ross and her children were doing 
fairly well at the hospital last night. She 
is injured about the back and will prob- 
ably be laid up several days. The youngest 
child is bruised about the face and is in a 
more dangerous condition than its mother 
or the other child. The oldest child is not 
hurt. : 

It is probable that Ross’s body will be 
brought to Atlanta today.
